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ITEMS OF INTEREST ABOUT MATTHEW CVBnC 

Born in Pittsburgh, Pa., 'one of eleven children. His Mother 
.md Father came from Slovenia, which was located in Austria prior 
to World War I, in the early 1900V Both parents were very critical 
)f Matt's Communist activities, since they were very proud of their 
American citizenship and their country. 

Employed m Pittsburgh division of General Motors, then m 
U. S. Dcpt. of Labor. Applied for work in the Federal Bureau of In' 
vestigation inl939. Requested by the FBI tn April 1941 to infiltrate 
the Communist Party for the purposes ♦*! varrying on undercover act' 
ivitics in behalf of the U. S. Government 

Joined the Communist Party tm Lincoln's Birthday, 1943 
Worked with Communist Party for nm years, during which time 
met and plotted with top Soviet agents trom Eastdn European count' 
DCS, Canada, and the United States, 

Severed connections with Comm^riM Party m February, 19J0. 
Since then he has been used by the Imd States Government as a 
witness in many of the cases against known Communists and as a 
consultant in various probes. 

PARTIAL RESULTS OF ACTIVITIES WHILE 
SERVING AS AN UNDERCOVER AGENT: 

Gave the FBI the names ol hundreds of Soviet Agents in the 
V S A., both alien and domesiit Ak* gave the FBI over 50,000 
pages of rcports,documents and exhibits Area of activity centered in 
Western Pennsylvania, concentration area of the Communist con' 
spiracy due to the center of the steel industry in this section, as well 
as soft coal areas, and manufactunng strength. 

E.\posed over 325 Communist Party Leaders tn Western Penn* 
sylvania and other sections of the country. Turned over to Govern' 
mental Committees thousands of pages of testimony and documepts 
in February 1950 and in 1951, exposing the Communist efforts to 
sabotage our war effort in Korea ^ * 

Exposed Communist activities in Front organizations, how they 
operated and controlled them, together with methods used to raise 
over $50;000,000 a year from gullible Americans for the Revolution, 
and how they used legitimate organisations to indoctrinate Youth. 

Some 200 Communists fired form key positions in univcr 
sities, colleges, high schools, industries, trade unions, and municipal 
employment. 

Exposed underground operations of Communist Party in steel, 
electric, trade unions, veterans, legal, nationality, negro, youth and 
women's organizations.
